COUNTY OE DUBLIN. 

Provisional Order to alter the financial relations beticeen the TJrban 

County Districts of Blackroch Dalkey Killiney and Ballybrack 

Kingstown Pembroke and Pathmines and Pathgar and the 5 

County of Dublin. 

WHEREAS the councils of the urban county districts of Blackrock Dalkey 
Killiney and Ballybrack Kingstown Pembroke and Rathmines and Rathgar 
(in this Order referred to as "the district councils") have applied to the 
Local Government Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as “ the Local JQ 
Government Board ”) for an Order altering the financial relations between the 
said urban county districts and the county of Dublin (in this Order referred 
to as “ the county ”) : 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance of the 
powers given to Us by the Local Government (Ireland) Acts 1898 to 1902 15 
and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf do hereby order that from 
and after the date of the Act confirming this Order the following provisions 
shall have effect namely : — 

1. As from the first day of April nineteen hundred and five the district 
councils stmll anything in any Act to the contrary notwithstanding be exempt 20 
from contributing to the following county-at-large charges of the county 
namely : — 

(а) Salaries pensions and other expenses of officers (other than the 

secretary assistant secretary accountant and assistant accountant 
of the county council) employed in the offices of the secretary ; 25 

( б ) Salaries pensions and expenses of the county surveyor assistant 

surveyors and of officers employed in the offices ol the county 
surveyor ; 

(c) Expenses of printing in connexion with the demand notes receipts six 

day notices for rates and rate paper used by the collectors or in 3 Q 
connexion with the collection of rates in the rural districts in the 
county ; 

(d) Expenses of advertisements for tenders or in connexion with contracts 

for works in the county towards the costs of which the said 
urban county districts do not make any payment ; 35 

(e) Salaries and expenses of collectors of poor rate including all expenses 

on account of the superannuation or compensation of those 
collectors. 
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2. So much of any enactment as is inconsistent with any provision in 
this Order shall cease to have effect. 

3. The costs and expenses of the district councils and the Local Govern- 
ment Board incurred in respect of the application for preparation making and 

5 confirmation of this Order shall he contributed by the district councils in 
proportion to their rateable value and be paid out of any rate applicable to 
defraying the expenses incurred by the respective councils in the execution 
of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1896. 

4. This Order may be cited as the Dublin Urban County Districts 
10 (Financial Relations) Order 1904.

COUNTY OE TIPPER-ARY (NORTH RIDING). 

15 Provisional Order to alter the financial relations between the Urban 
County Districts of Nenagh Templemore and Thurles and the 

County of Tipperary (North Riding). 

WHEREAS the councils of the urban county districts of "Nenagh Templemore 
and Thurles (in this Order referred to as “ the district councils ”) have applied 
20 to the Local Government Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as w the 
Local Government Board”) for an Order altering the financial relations 
between the said urban county districts and the county of Tipperary (North 
Riding) (in this Order referred to as “ the county ”) : 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance of the 
25 powers given to Us by the Local Government (Ireland) Acts 1898 to 1902 
and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf do hereby order that from 
and after the date of the Act confirming this Order the following provisions 
shall have effect namely : — 

1. As from the first day of April nineteen hundred and three the district 
3() council shall anything in any Act to the contrary notwithstanding be exempt 
from contributing to the following county-at-large charges of the county 
namely : — 

(a) Salaries pensions and other expenses of officers (other than the 

secretary of the county council) employed in the offices of the 
35 secretary ; 

(b) Salaries pensions and expenses of assistant surveyors and of officers 

(other ' than the county surveyor) employed in the offices of the 

county surveyor ; 

(c) Expenses in respect of printing books and forms other than printing 

40 provided for by subsections (2) and (3) of Section 96 of the Local 

Government (Ireland) Act 1898 ;

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(d) Expenses of publication of notices and documents not directly 

affecting the said urban county districts ; 

(e) Expenses in respect of improvements or repairs to premises used 

solely as offices of the county council ; 

(/) Cost of legal advice and law costs (other than the salary of the 5 
county solicitor) incurred in respect of matters not directly 
affecting the said urban county districts ; 

(g) Salaries and expenses of collectors of poor rate including all expenses 
on account of the superannuation or compensation of those 
collectors or incurred in checking their accounts or in applctting 10 
the poor rate ; 

(It) Fees for audit of accounts of the county council ; and 

(i) Expenses in respect of steam rollers and other road repairing 
machinery. 

2. So much of the Local Government (Ireland) Provisional Orders 15 
Confirmation ( Cootehill Kildare and Thurles) Act 1S85 as confirms the 
Thurles Town Provisional Order 1885 is hereby repealed and the said Order 
shall be annulled This article shall be deemed to have had effect as from tbe 
first day of April nineteen hundred and three. 

3. The costs and expenses of the district councils and the Local Govern- 20 

nient Board incurred in respect of the application for preparation making 
and confirmation of this Order shall he contributed by the district councils in 
proportion to their rateable value and be paid out of any rate applicable to 
defraying the expenses incurred by the respective councils in the execution of 
the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 189G. 25 

4. This Order may be cited as the County of Tipperary (North Riding) 
Financial Relations Order 1904.

BOROUGH OF CLONMEL. 

Provisional Order to alter the financial relations between the 
Borough of Clonmel and the County of Tipperary ( South Hiding). 

WHEREAS the mayor aldermen and bui’gesses of the borough of Clonmel 
(in this Order referred to as “ the corporation ”) have applied to the Local 35 
Government Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as “the Local 
Government Board") for an Oder altering the financial relations between 
the said borough and the county of Tipperary (South Riding) (in this Order 
referred to as the county ”) : 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance of the 40 
powers given to Us by the Local Government (Ireland) Acts 1898 to 1902 and 
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of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf do hereby order that from and 
after the date of the Act confirming this Order the following provisions shall 
have effect namely : — 

1. As from the first day of April eighteen hundred and ninety-nine the 
5 corporation shall anything in any Act to the contrary notwithstanding be 
exempt from contributing to the following county-at-large charges of the 
county namely : — 

(а) Salaries pensious and other expenses of officers and clerks (other 

than the secretary and the accountant of the county council) 
10 employed in the offices of the secretary ; 

(б) Salaries pensions and other expenses of assistant surveyors and of 

officers and clerks (other than the county surveyor) employed 
in the offices of the county surveyor ; 

(c) Expenses in respect of stationery and furniture and of printing books 

1,5 and forms other than printing provided for by subsections (2) 

and (3) of section 96 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act 1898 ; 

(d) Office expenses of the county council other than those to which the 

corporation are required to contribute by virtue of the foregoing 
provisions of this Order ; 

20 ( [e ) Expenses of publication of notices and documents not directly 

affecting the said borough ; 

(/) Expenses in respect of the purchase or building of or improvements 
or repairs to premises or portions of premises used solely as 
offices of the county council ; 

25 (g) Cost of legal advice and law costs incurred in respect of matters not 

directly affecting the said borough ; 

(h) Salaries and expenses of collectors of poor rate who continued in 

office or were appointed on or after the first day of April eighteen 
hundred and ninety -nine including all expenses on account of the 
30 superannuation or compensation of those collectors ; 

(i) Kemuneration and expenses from contributing to which the 

corporation are not otherwise exempt in connexion with the 
making levying collecting or recovering of the poor rate ; 

(j) Fees for audit of accounts of the county council ; 

35 (Jc) Expenses incurred under the Sale of Foods and Drugs Acts 1875 to 
1 899 (including the salary of any analyst appointed under those 
Acts) the Weights and Measures Acts 1878 to 1897 the Explosives 
Act 1875 or the Juries (Ireland) Acts 1871 to 1894 other than 
printing required for the purposes of the said Acts of 1871 to 
40 1S94 or the remuneration of the clerk of the Crown and peace of 

the county of Tipperary ; 

(l) Expenses in respect of steam rollers water carts scarifiers sleeping 
cars stone-breakers and other like machinery used in connexion 
with steam rollers ;

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(to) Expenses incurred in bringing the Local Government- (Ireland) Act 
1898 into operation. 

2. Notwithstanding anything in any Act it shall not be lawful for the 

county council in any main road declaration to include reads situate within 
the said borough. 5 

3. As from the first day of April eighteen hundred and ninety-nine the 
contribution by the county council in respect of road expenditure within the 
said borough shall in each financial year be one hundred pounds and save as 
provided by the next succeeding paragraph of this Order the corporation shall 
not be liable to contribute to the expense of maintaining any road or portion 10 
of a road outside the said borough. 

4. As from the first day of April eighteen hundred and ninety-nine the 
contribution by the corporation towards the annual cost of maintaining the 
portion of the towing path and trackway along the River Suir outside 
the said borough and within the county .shall be one-eighth of such cost 15 
and the balance of such cost shall be raised off so much of the county as does 
not comprise the said borough. 

5. So much of the Local Government Board (Ireland) Provisional Orders 

Confirmation (Ballymena &c.) Act 1882 as confirms the Clonmel Provisional 
Order 1882 shall be repealed and the said Order shall be annulled. 20 

6. So much of any enactment in any local Act or provision in any 
Provisional Order as is inconsistent with any provision of this Order shall 
cease to have effect. 

7. The costs and expenses of the corporation and the Local Government 
Board in respect of the application for preparation making and confirmation 25 
of this Order shall be paid by the corporation out of the part of the borough 
rate levied by the corporation to defray general purposes expenses. 

8. This Order may be cited as the Clonmel (Financial Relations) Order 
1904.
